The Delegated Legislation Provisions (Amend 
ment ) Act , 1985 (Act No. 4 of 1986 ) which was 
passed by Parliament and assented to by the Presi 
dent of India on 14th January , 1986 and published 
in the Gazette of India , Extraordinary , Part II , Sec 
tion 1 dated 14-1-1986 , is hereby republished for the 
general information . 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Delegated Legislation Provisions 
( Amendment ) Act , 1985 .
